Tho evidence of Dr. Ellis, of tlio To- 
ronto .School of Science, who liad ana- 
lyzed the viscera of the deceased, sliow- 
ed he had found strychnine in the 
stomach, but not enough to cause death.

The Boer forces are ac- 
tuated by political motives; they pluii- 
i ller the government in preference to 
private individuals, and they seek out 
and attack the public forces to the. ex- 
tent of their ability. The legal term 
for such proceedings is not brigandage, 
but high treason. At whatever monient 
the Intperinl goverunipnt elects to with- 
ilraw from the Boers romninin-jr in arms 
the etntns of civil belligerents, they 
will p.iss, in the eye of the law, to that 
of traitors to the croM-n; nnd it will then 
become the duty of the colonial execu- 
tivt s to npply'to them, with all due rti.s- 
cretioii. whatever laws nml .penalties 
are provided for treason Ity the law.s of 
the loe.-ilities. which. I umlerstaud. will 
continue to be in the main those en- 
forced by the cxtiDct repubJicau govcrn-

THE EOYAiL VISIT. 

It has been stated th.nt there is no 
•Mbsolnto certainty that Victoria will bo 
inclutletl in the itinerary oC Tlieir Iloyal 
Hiflinosscs tlio Duke and Duflic^s of 
Yorlv, iuid tliat tlio arrangements so far 
mnde only contemplate that they shall 
come ns far as Vancouver. The reason 
iidviinc-cd for tliis is that there liave 
been no arranf^cnients made fo'- the 
convcj-aneo of tlie party to Victoria, 
and that none of the vessels of the 
Eoyal Navy will do, on nccSunt of the 
j-lzc of the party and tlib aluimlnncc of 
llieir baKgagO. We draw tlu' nttontion 
of the Premier and Provincial sovern- 
nient to this statement, and also that 
of the Mayor and Aldermen. There is 
nothing in tlic alleged reason whicli can- 
not readily be met. .V steamer in every 
way suitalde for the trip can he readily 
secured, and the matter of cost will nut 
be allowed to stand in the way for a 
single moment. Wo can understand fliat 
llie persons who liave arranged the royal 
itinerary do not Unow anytliing about 
1lie eh.'irarter of tlie steamship service 
aMiilable between here and Vancouver, 
or such an objection as the above would 
never have been raised. Steps must he 
taken at once to prevent this city from 
being omilled from tin- pro:;riinimi'. We 
liave all taken it too much for granted 
that the Iloynl party was sure to corao 
hero in any event. 



A SIGXIPIC-^XT. FACT. 

The Post-IntcUigenccr directs atten- 
tion to the fact that there is practically 
no movement m real estate in Seattle for 
investment purposes. A good many sales 
are made, but they are almost all for 
.single lot-s on which the purchasers build 
homes for themselves or Itouses to rent. 
No one is seelting for land to hold for 
investment. Yet the Seattle paper says, 
and we tliink very tndy, that tliero can 
be few investments that are safer or 
likely to prove more remunerative than 1 
real cirtnto in that city, and the same is 
true, doubtless, of every other growing 
city in tlie Pacific Xortlnvest. The ab- 
sence of purchases for investment pur- 
poses is, therefore, a significant fact, 
and there will probnblf be a variety of 
I'xplanations. 

One of them is, we think, to be found 
in tlie fact that tlie hard times of a 
fe w years ago. following Upon the heels 
of i:. period of inflated prices of land, hit 
so many landowners so hard, that real 
estate has come into disfavor among 
investors. Another cause is to be found 
in the incidence of taxation, whicTl in 
Western communities falls in a very 
large proportion upon the owner of 
realty. The value of hind as an invest- 
ment, that is its ri'veiiue-producing pow- 
er, lhictu:ites fniiii year in .vear. but the 
rate (11 taxation rarely changes excep- 
to increase. Tax sales by tlie thousands 
have taken place ;ill over the Coast dur- 
ing tile last live years, .\notlier reason 
is thai, while money is alnimlant, the 
people who have it are looking for (iniek 
returns. In piping limes of prosperity 
they want to place their money, so as to 
secure the largest possible pn.lil in the 
shortest possible time, and they have no 
inclination to wait upon tlu' slower 
movements of real estate. It is more 
than doubtful if we will ever see again 
siicli episode.<; as the Vinnipeg boom and 
tlie oilier wild real estate markets ex- 
perienced in a week. We look for lower 
relative prices in real estate in future. 
Wo do not mean lower than those now 
prevailing, but lower in comparison with 
the population nC Western communities, 
and the volume of comiuercial and in- 
dustrial business carried on. The in- 
evitable increase of taxation will dis- 
courage the retention of real estate for 
[h,' sake of tin' "unearned increment," 
anil there will be a disposition to sell 
lots at prices which will attract buyers 
of moderate means. 



ST.A.TE-OWN BD TBbEGIl.-VPHS. 

Some time ago we printed n synopsis 
of Sir Snndford Fleming's views on 
the nationalization of tlic telegraph 
lines through the British Empire, so 
that the cost for tile transmission of 
messages might be reduced to a inini- 
muni. The most striking statement 
/ made by Sir Sandford w;is thai it woulii 
cost no more to transmit inessai-'es b,v 
tclci:rai)!i I.IIIHI miles than 1 mile, after 
the lin,' had Imm ii oiicc' established. He 
therefore pleaileil for tin' absorption of 
nil the lines in the Emiriro by the several 
governments, and tbe adoption of a uni- 
form rate ii resprcl ive iif distance. The 
ciirri-'cl ness nf liis rsiiniatcs "was ijip'S- 
tioiicd, but he has returned to the con- 
Rlderntion of the subject ami contends 
that everything he alleged can be dein- 
(iiistrated. 

The iii;ly m-; t.bjectien taken to 

I'.is claim was that cables break tmd 
•wear out. In reply to tbe first proposi- 
tion, he replies that stenmships and rail- 
way trains also break, and when they 
do the disaster is apt to he very niueli 
more costly than a bri-ak in !i cable. Oti 
the second point, he .says it remains to 
be proved that a modern electric <'able 
will ever wear out. lie holds that the 
hreaking of cables must new be classe.l 
■^vith iirevelitable .•iccideiit s. and that 
theii renewal may be left out of con- 
sideration, lie does not jiropose, bow- 
ever, that no allowance shall be nmdc 
for such things, and that no fund shall 
be set aside to meet them. -After tak- 
■ini.' everything into account, Sir Sand- 
ford repeats his original assertion that 
there is no means of conveying corres- 
pondence between points, however re- 
mote, that is at all (-(nniiarable in cheap- 
ness with the electric telegraiili. and be 
adds that it is impossible to conceive of 
any systeip 'ot transmission tbat will bi; 
a§ cheap.

The third and fourth connts ncciisc 
Brooks fif acting with Maltby in i-mitri- 
buting to the neglect of the diild. nnd 
with counselling .Maltby t'o the illegal 
course which he pursued. 

In the fifth count Maltby is eliarge<!. 
as the father of the child, with crimin- 
al neglect to provide ne(;cssiiries of life, 
which In the ease of Ujk decease<l, in- 
elnded medical attendance, aud th'.w 
caused his death. 

In the sixth and ftcventli count* 
Brooks is charged with assi.sttng and 
abettlag Maltby in his illegal course 
and conn^elling him to persevere in it 
till its fatal termination. 

The eiglith count charu'ps Maltby, len- 
der tho common liny, with neglecting to 
care for and provide necessaries for his 
sick child. 

The ninth nnd tenth counts charge 
Brooks -with acting as a principal in 
such neglect and aiding him with hi.s 
advice and conusel. 

The eleventh nnd final eonnt charges 
Maltby and Brooks jointl.v with euo- 
spiring to canse the death of deceased. 

I'risoners waived the right to separ- 
ate in their defence, so tho two will be 
tried together. 

At the conclusion ot the nrrai.L'iinient 
counsel for the prisoners a.sked for an 
ndjonrntnent till Monday. 20th instant, 
to enable them to more tliorouudily con- 
sider the indictineiit. which covered a 
wider si-iiiie than they anticipated. .Mr. 
McLean consent inj;. llif^ Lurdship ad- 
journed the trial till Monday next at 
11 o'clock 11.111.. and the prisoners were 
enlarged on bail until tho hour of trial.

The undersigned, to whom has beou 
referred a despatch from the office of 
the Secretary of State to Ilis Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor, eucloriiiig copies of 
four despatches from His Imperial .laji- 
unese Jlajesty's Consul at Vancouver, 
resiicctiiig certain acts passed by the 
le.i;ishUure of the province of British Co- 
lumliia at its last session, has the honor 
to nmke the following report upon the 
sai,l legislation: 

In tlie (lesiiatch bearing date of the 
1,'ith day of February, I'JLKi, from Hisi 
Imperial Japanet^e Mtijesty's Consul to 
ilis Kxeellency the tiovernor-Gcneral, 
exception is taken to the provisions of 
certain hills which were Kuhinittcil to 
the legislatiin^ of British Columbia at 
the sessi,pn helil in .laiiuary ami l-'chru- 
.-iry ,,f this year. .\s iioue of thes,' bills 
became law, it; is unnecessary f'U- the 
umli'rsi.L'iicl to deal with the subject 
matter of tlii.s di'siiatch. 

In his desiiatch of the 1st day of Sep- 
tember, JDHII, to His Excolleiii'y the Cov- 
eriior-Ceneral, Ilis Imiierial Japanese 
Majesty's t'onsul complains of the pro- 
visioii.s'of the following four acts passed 
at til,' si'ssiiiii of the legislature of Brit- 
ish Colunilda held in July nnd August of 
this vear: 

1. All -Vet relating to the employment 
' nil w,u-ks I'arried on iiiiilor franchises 
I ;;raiite.l liy I'rivate Acts, 
i This net. oi which the short title is the 
i Labor Keu'ulalion Act, I'.IDO, is now 
chapter 1-1 of the Statutes of llmn. It 
provides that employers of labor who 
are carrying on work.s under tranchis.'S 
^rallied by the legislature of Bvitisli t;'o- 
luinbia sliiiU be liable to a peiinlty for 
employiiieiit lUi said works of workno-ii 
who a'rc niiahl,- t,i read the said act in a 
lau.:.'ua,L'e ,if Europe. 

The uiidersitriicl Kubinits that this le- 
gislation is ipiite as much within the 
coinDctciice of a provincial lesiishiture as 
an act which provides that piiiiils shall 
not 111' admitted to any high school nn- 
til lh,'y bav,' attained a certain profii'i- 
eiicy in Latin or in some of the livin;; 
lainruiiKi's of Europe. 

Complaint is made that the operation 
of this net may be to exclude Japanese 
from certain einployinent. Even should 
it havi' this effeet. it is snbraitted that 
till' li'iiishitiire of this province has a 
right to attach any conditions, of the 
kiml speidlied in tins act, it deems proper 
to the grant of :\ franchise, and that its 
will should not be overriddi'n by the Ho- 
miimm government. His Imperial Jap- 
anese Slajesty's Consul urges that this 
regulation is not inttjndod as an edncii- 
tional teijt on account of the provisions 
of Section S of this act, which is as f(d- 
iows: 

"3. This act shall not apply to any 
person possess(>d of ii certiticate in Ihe 
form set out in Sclip.lule .\ to this act.

He ;;:ive ;i liMli-'lliy ex- 
pliinalinii nf tie' item .v:',iiil ehnr.L'ed in 
Mm-ilonell's iiill of ensts 111 tlii^ l..'mj,' 
cu.-ie, claiiniii:; tliiit the .'•"-i-IU reeeijit wiis 
to lie n.scd ii.s a vouelier on the liixntloii, 
■whereas the proseoution pretended the 
receipt was to ciiahle Macdonell to re- 
ceive money for which lie was liulile to 
Cox. 

Ceinisel iirooeeded lo disereilit Cox's 
i'vi(!eiiee. poiiitint: out coiitradictory 
.slMteiiieiils ill sever.il instniiees, liotli in 
/lis ex!iiiiiiiiitinu in chiel'. ami umlei- 
(•niss-(>xaiiiinatinn. esiieelally with re- 
;,Mi-il to the sidninu of the receipt of 
which at one pl;ii e lie denied all l eini in- 
brance and ainiin ip'serilied iiiiniilelv 
tho cirpuiiistiliici'.s under wliieli it wn.s 
signed. 

He cl.Tinieil tlie defeiu-e was ceiislst- 
eiit Willi llie faet^ and witli the ileeu- 
inents lileil. On tin- other linnil. ('.>x 
had .shown at every turn that lie was 
not tellinu' the truth. C'ex had sworn 
that ho instrneted Mr. Mills lo take the 
present procecilincs for the purpose oC 
colleeliii^' money due him from Mac- 
doiiidl, ;ind again that the action was 
lirnuclit to pnni.sh Macdonell for wron,'- 
duintr. 

His client had roeoived nothing' on ae- 
comit of the receipt and then'fnre there 
could ho no f ramlnleiit eonvei-sioii. Mnc- 
douell sidtled with his client for .S.'i.Olin. 
his hill of costs ainonntin'.; to .SI :'...">on-, 
so even if the .S'JIO, covered l>y the re- 
cei|it, could lie lielil as inchideil in his 
hill of e(i.stN. he only rereived .--1:1 of it. 
.Vn aetion to set aside that aL'reenienl 
was now pendiiif,' liefore the courts and 
if defendant was conipidled tii lax his 
hill of costs this very item of 
inU'ht be disallowed. What would 
become of the present action in that 
cnseV 

Nir. Duft closed his ar;rinuent hy cnm- 
plinieatiiiL,' their honors mi the iialieiit 
ami courteous alli'iitioii which lliey had 
;;iveii to the case. 

Mr. :Mi!l.s ik>ehiiiiied all |iei-.son;il mo- 
tive in briii^'int.' and pres,-cntiii'_' the ac- 
tion, dcidarin^,' il was ;in idTnrt lo se- 
cure justice for his client, II(> snhinil- 
tiil that in addilion to the ch.'ir;.'e iimler 
iiivestii;.-il ion the evhlence showed that 
tlu' accused was ;,'niliy oi' another seri- 
ons iifl'enci' in cmicalin^' the anioiiiit of 
iiileresi due in the Patterson case. Fur- 
ther, that the cviden li.sc'.oscd anoth- 
er criminal olTeiici in M.-iciloneirs |)ro- 
ciirin;; an assi^'iinicnt of interest in the 
I.iiiiK i-ase hy false pretences. 

He dwell al senile leuKtll on the con- 
tradictory nature of Macdonell"s evi- 
dence -vwith reference to the Dolan in- 
cident, lie then went into an exli.aus- 
tive crilinisni of Macdonoll"!* conduct of 
the Point ICllice lirid^'e ca-ses, char^'in;; 
him with i-h:im|ierty iiud conduct ^'en- 
eriilly nnwor'hy of an huuorahle !.iw- 
rer. 

.Mr. Mills admitted that Cox had 
shown siiiiie coufu-sion in the witiie.s« 
box, hut allrihilted it to the barassill}.' 
cross cxamiiiatMii to which lie lind been 
siilimitted. He then reviewed Cox's 
evidence, subinittiuK that it was consist- 
cut, in essential particnlar.s, with the 
admkision of thi' accused on cros.s-exam- 
Inntion. lie argued Ihiit the payments 
which tlie defence pretended were cov- 
ered by the ri'ceipt. were not payments 
on ncconiit of the LaiiK ease. Imt that 
the receipt was what It piirporleil to lie, 
a receipt Riven in adviince of payment 
to enalde' Macdonei; to collect it as part 
of his bill of easts and pay it over to 
Cox. If Macdonell's sliitenn-nt reuard- 
iiit: the recei|.t wius true, why did he 
^'ivi' Cox the sHii with the memo, 
••from .Inly to Nnvcmhcr at .•fun a imnilli. 
.$i;-l<»"'.' it was absurd to say thai a 
voiiclier for .W4l> would lie mcepted in 
support nf nil item of ,«.n(M) in a bill of 
costs. He (•iininiented severely on de- 
ft iidaiifs defective meni'iry on imiiort- 
ant points. He siibmittei! that Cox re- 
ceived nothint: from Macdonell on ac- 
count of the I^nntr case, and the nieiiio 
on the slip torn from the foot of the re- 
(■eit>t was proof of the fnet. 

He reminded the court that ihcv wi re 
not judges of the fact-^. but slii.nh! leave 
the deeision of the case to a jury by 
committiiitf nccnsed for trial. 

The ningi<^triites, after n brief confer- 
ence, dismissed the case nnd iliscliareed 
Mr. Mm-donell froin further attendance. 

Mr. Macdonell asked permissinn to 
address the court. He s.iid: 

"It is not usual to address the court 
ia any terms, of either nporoval or dis- 
approval, but in this cpse I iiiny lie p -i- 
mitted to do so. considering the va^nn' 
runior.s nnd reference to the evidence of 
Cux hi the bridee actions ludni: (ir- 
enbited in this city. ' 

"Tlie evidence now piven by Cox 
shows that h" committed ivriivy on the 
trial of the Lang case, nnd the peoiile 
•of Victoria will have the dissatisfnction 
of knowiiiK that I had in no way an.v- 
tliintr to do with his civin^' his evidence 
In the bridee case other than nsldn;: 
him to tell the truth. 

"In reference to these proceediii'-'s. I 
can Bincerely .s.nni>athi/e Avith Ymir 
Honors for tho pntie:it he.-irin? you have 
piven this trial. Ha.l I submitted to be 
binckmniled by Mills these iiroceeilm.u's 
would not have taken place, but no one 
now is more pleased than iiiyself that 
such proccediniM were taken.'' 

Mr. Macdonell wns warmly conjirntii- 
Iftted on the result by his \nvv~ friends 
•In court ^ .
